The Result. 

In another column we publish a list of Sen- 
ators and Representatives elect'as far as heard 
from. In the Senatorial races the only dis- 
tricts in doubt arc the 11th and 38th. We 
h ive set down one of these in favor of the 
Opposition; but if Huey should be elected, 
the Democracy will have twelve majority in 
the Senate, and if he is beaten, they will have 
ten majority. We count our majority in the 
Senate at ten. 

The House of Representatives, as far as 
hoard from, stands 50 Democratic to 37 Oppo- 
sition members. The counties or representa- 
tive districts not reported are Carter, Calloway. 
Clay and Owsley, Lawrence, Livingston and 
Marshall, MuhL'nburg, and Whitley, entitled 
to seven representatives, all of whom were ' 
D-'mocrats in the last House. We have but | 
little doubt that we have lost the member 
from Whitley, and this leaves a majority on 
our side of the House of 24, which was pr^- 
cisjly the Democratic majority of last sessior. 

The Democratic majoritity on joint ballot in 
the Lagislature elect will range from 28 to 34 — 
enough for all purposes, among which are ti e 
election of a United States Senator, a Public 
Printer, a Librarian, and the officers of both 
houses, together with a just and proper ap- 
po t onment of the State for representation in 
the Legislature. 

We have not summed up the returns for 
our State ticket, but from a calculation upon 
the Congressional races we Hipyuee Magoffin's 
majority will lie in the neighborhood of 9,000. 
This is a glorious victory, and places Ken- 
tucky in the front rank of the Southern Dem- 
ocratic States.

To show the strength of the Republican 
party in Kentucky, we will state that at the 
late election Cash. Clay received one vote for 
Governor, and J. R. Whittemore twelve votes 
for Congress, in the Tenth District.
